If the spark appears without a 
miss, at each apark plug terminal, 
the ignition isn't at fault 

To locate the faulty spark plug, 
short each separately, while the en- 
gine is running, by placing the metal 
part of a wood handle acrew driver 
across terminal and engine head. 

Tf the engine keeps running as 
previously that plug is the faulty 
one If the engine misses even 
more then originally, the spark 
plug being tested is good
